New York.—The Unity of the 
Church was the topic of the Rev. Dr. 
| John K. Cartwright, of W 
'D. Cy recently, im the second of 
his series of addresses in the “Catho- 
lic Hour.” The “Catholic Hour” is 
sponsored by the National Counell of 
Catholic Men and is broadcast over a 
network of the National Broadcasting 
Company. 

“In every section of the globe,” said 
Dr, Cartwright, “Catholics are con- 
sistent with Catholics in every other 
section, inspired by the same religious 
confidence, pursuing the same ends of 
salvation, using the same means es- 
tablished by Christ. The Catholic 
Chureh not only exists everywhere, 
| but is everywhere recognizable as one 
-and the self-same. This is what we 
mean by the Unity of the Church, and 
it is a portentous and miraculous 
thing.” 

“I do not speak here enthustastical- 
ily or without definite meaning,” he 
/continued. “The Unity of the Church 

is actually controlled and secured by 

the Head and by the administrative 
officers under him. It is a juridical 
fact, not a sentimental one... . No 
part of the Church escapes the scru- 
tiny and the care of the Holy See. In 
every quarter she sends her special 
representative. In every such place 
they have to regulate ecclesiastical 
activities, not according to their vague 
‘best judgment’ but according to de- 
finite rules and statutes embodied in 
the Code of Canon Law. Whatever
